REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



Claims 29 and 67 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fail to disclose the combination of all the limitations recited, 
including a step of masking a first partial circumferential portion of the Insulating layer 
and etching a second partial circumferential portion of the insulating layer from a partial 
circumferential part of the exterior surface to expose the part of the exterior surface. 

The prior art of record fail to disclose the combination of all the limitations recited, 
including a step of masking a first portion of the Insulating layer and etching a second 
portion of the insulating layer from a first region of the exterior surface to expose the first 
region of the exterior surface, such that the insulating layer remains in contact with an 
entire vertical height of a remaining region of the exterior surface. 

Therefore, the method for forming a container capacitor is neither anticipated nor 
rendered obvious over the prior art of record.
